PREFATORY NOTE. 


With this week’s issue of the ‘‘ Journal ”’ we publish the first part of a translation of the French Customs Import 
Tariff in its present form, showing the “‘ Minimum ”’ Tariff rates of duty, which are those applicable to goods originating 
in the United Kingdom and other countries enjoying most-favoured-nation treatment in France. The concluding 
portion of the Tariff will be published with the next issue of the “ Journal.”’ 

It is a matter of common knowledge that many important changes have been made in the French Customs Tariff 
since 1914, when the Tariff rates ruling were (in the main) those fixed by the Law of 1892 as modified in 1910. The 
chief alterations are those resulting from the following measures, viz., the introduction of the “ co-efficient of increase ” 
system (by which multipliers were applied to the Tariff rates by a series of Decrees), the revision of the Chemical 
Section of the Tariff in 1919, the two 30 per cent. increases of specific duties in 1926, the revision of numerous items 
of the Tariff in connection with the Franco-German Commercial Agreement of August, 1927, and the further revisions 
under more recent Commercial Agreements (with Italy, Belgium and Switzerland), and under the Law of 2nd March, 
1928 (which included the so-called “ additif dowanier”’). Particulars of all these alterations have, of course, been 
published in the “‘ Board of Trade Journal,’”’ but they have been so numerous and complicated that it has been decided 
to republish a translation of the entire Tariff in its present form. Although a few further alterations in the Tariff 
are known to be under consideration (e.g., those foreshadowed in the Franco-German Protocol of 20th June, 1928, and 
the Franco-Austrian Agreement of 16th March, 1928), it is not thought likely that any further revision of the Tariff 
on an extensive scale will be carried out in the near future. 

Dutiable Weight and Value.—In general, French Customs duties levied on the basis of weight are levied on 
gross weight when the “‘ Minimum ”’ Tariff duty does not exceed 150 frs. per 100 kilogs. or 1} frs. per kilog., and on net 
weight when the duty is higher. In the attached translation, rates of duty leviable on the gross weight of the 
goods are marked with an asterisk (*). 

For goods dutiable by value (ad valorem rates), the dutiable value is that of the goods at the time they are 
presented for Customs clearance. This includes the purchase price and all expenses incidental to importation (freight, 
export duties, insurance, commission, price of such packing as is not dutiable separately, etc.), but does not include 
the import duty. There are, however, certain exceptions to this general rule.* 

Additional Duties.—In addition to Customs import duty proper, various other taxes are leviable on imported 
goods, among which may be mentioned :— 

(a) Surtaxe d’entrepét on goods (with few exceptions) of extra-European origin imported into France from a country in Europe 

(normal rate, 3-60 frs. per 100 kilogs.) ; 

(b) Surtaxe d'origine levied on certain goods of European origin when imported into France from countries other than the actual 
country of origin; 

(c) Internal taxes levied on certain goods whether of French or foreign origin. A list of these will be given in a separate table to be 
printed at the end of the Customs Tariff proper (see next week’s issue of the “‘ Journal ’’) ; 

(d) Statistical tax.—General rate, 70 centimes per unit (i.e., per package, in the case of goods in cases, casks, sacks or other 
packings; per 1,000 kilogs. or per cubic metre for goods in bulk; or per head in the case of animals) ; , 

(e) The “ Import tax”’ (taxe d’importation) levied in connection with the Turnover Tax legislation. In general, this tax is 2 per 
cent. ad valorem (leviable on the value of the goods including import duty, etc.), but this rule is subject to certain exceptions, 
of which the most important are : ; 

Passenger motor vehicles, new or used, and chassis, bodywork, fittings, and accessories therefor; and “ articles of 
luxury ’’ sent to persons other than traders, pay 12 per cent. ad valorem; 

Coffee pays 8 per cent. ad valorem; 

Tea pays 7 per cent. ad valorem; ' 

Motor vehicles, new or used, fitted for carrying goods, but which the importer intends to adapt for carrying passengers 
(including also chassis, bodywork and accessories for such vehicles), pay 6 per cent. ad valorem ; 

Sulphur pays 5 per cent. ad valorem: ' ; 

Nitrates of soda, nitrates of lime, cyanamide, sulphate of ammonia, potash salts, basic slag, superphosphates, oilcake 
and sulphate of copper, pay 3} per cent. ad valorem; 

Coal, lignite, coke, mineral pitch, and briquettes, pay 2} per cent. ad valorem. 


The present translation of the Tariff is based on the consolidated edition of the Tariff in French published by 
the “Georges Roustan’’ Library (Librairie des Publications officielles et du bulletin des lois et des sciences 
économiques et sociales, Quai Voltaire, Paris). While due care has been taken in preparing the present English 
translation, the Board of Trade cannot accept responsibility in respect of any inaccuracies or omissions. 

A Table of Contents, showing the various group-headings in the Tariff, will be printed at the end of the second 
Section (to be published next week).
